2. A memo deted 12/2/66 from Roy Kellerman to Mr. Rowley 
concerns delivery of C.E. 350, the windshield, to the National 
Archives. This memo refers to a letter dated 11/28/66 from 
Kertin Richman and an attached receipt. I would like a copy of 
both.
